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With a regrettable emphasis on half-truths and mis­ 
statements, and with Russia ominously aloof, the first 
meeting of the United Nations General Assembly is under 
way in London. 
Boasts that the way is thereby paved for lasting peace 
and international justice need to be taken with more than 
a grain of salt. 
Every key figure at London is a man who is politi- 
cally active in some endeavor in his own land, and for 
most of them their personal interests are best served by 
pretending that the UNO is successful, regardless of what 
may be the truth, 
Tile most dangerous phase of the keynote speeches 
was the constant stress on statements which simply ire 
not so. 
The temporary chairman, Dr. Zuleta of Columbia, 
set the pace. At the outset of his address opening the 
meeting, he spoke as follows of the San hrancisco Char­ 
ter; 
“It has been unreservedly accepted by all in confi­ 
dent belief that the machinery set up under its provisions 
will prove adequate to the achievement of its historic pur­ 
poses.” 
The Charter has not been “unreservedly accepted by 
all." On the contrary, its so-called veto clause has been 
under fire from most small nations, and demands for i 
change of this provision have come from some of the 
most important statesmen in the world. 
Going further, he said; “The five great powers . , . 
will bring to bear . . . goodwill, divested of every shred of 
intrigue or trickery.’* 
Intrigue and trickery already have been charged re­ 
peatedly against several of the Big Five; Great Britain, 
France and Russia have been accused of playing selfish 
games against the UNO program.
